After an inquest personally conducted by 
Coroner Funkhouser, a coroner's jury 
Thureday morning declared that August 
Raphael, the aged rectuse found dead in his 
kitchen Wednesday afternoon, as told in 
the Post-Dispatch, was murdered, and held 
Henry Heusack, his son-in-law, for the 
murder. 

The verdict is: 

“We, the jury, find that the deceased, 
on the sixteenth day of March, came tv 
his death about 11:30 a. m., at 2213 South 
Tenth street, in the kitchen, from a 


by a blunt instrument, supposably a 
hatchet, in the hand or hands of some 
person, the evidence indicating that said 
person was deceased's son-in-law, Henry 
J. Heusnck.” 


Berheard and Mueller 
Are Released 


Immediately after the verdict was ren- 
dered, Philip Berheard and Louls W. Muel- 
ler, who had been held by the police as 
witnesses, were released from custody. 

Fifteen witnesses, including Heusack 
and his wife, were examined. None was 
found who saw the commiasion of the mur- 
der and no motive was revealed. The

JAPAN MAY HAVE TO 

USE STRONG HAND TO KEEP 
COREAN RULER IN LINE

SEOUL, March 17.—In regard to rumors 
of an impending upheaval in the Emperor's 
palace, M. Hayashi, the Japanese minis- 
ter, sald today: 

“It is undoubtedly true that the palace 
is infested with malcontents who wish to 
cause trouble. Besides, astrologers have 
been giving the Emperor very mischievious 
advice. 

“However, the Japanese government dep- 
ricates drastic measures recognizing that 
the war 15 already sufficiently exciting the 
populace.”’ 

Mr. Hayashi addeed that the Corean pro- 
gressives, counting on Japanese support, 
are rapidly recruiting. They may possibly 
— take matters into their own hands, 
when, the minister sald, Japan may be 
compelled to take steps to restore order. 

The leaders of the reform movement are 

undoubtedly in © hy — with the Amert- 
can, British an apanese governments, 
but until their corrupt advisers have been 
deposed it will be impossible to proceed 
with international reforms.

The Last Large Body of Public Land 
Soon to Be Thrown Open 
for Settlement.

ee te eS i March 17,—The last 
large body of public lands in the middle 
West suitable for homesteading for agri- 
eultural purposes, is. soon to be thrown 
open for settlement, and already hundreds 
of prospective land owners are congregat- 
ing around the sides of that part of the 
Rosebud Sioux reservation which lies with- 
in Gregory County, South Dakota, com- 
prising nearly half a million acres of first- 
Class farming lands. The bill opening the 
reservation is now before Congress and the 
President, and little doubt is entertained 
but that it will be approved in some form, 
even though the present bill should not be- 
come a law. 

The Indians themselves are divided as 
to whether to approve the treaty or not. 
While a majority of them some time ago 
wished the deal to go through, the oppo- 
gition, led by Chief Swift Bear, Circle Fool 
and Big Nose, have used all their influ- 
ence to defeat the project. These three 
chieftains are holding out, not for a greater 
price to be paid the Indians, but from the 
desire to keep the lands for the young men 
of the tribe, who, as they grow up, must 
have farms upon which to live. On the 
other hand, a majority of the Sioux signed 
the original petition to the Indian depart- 
ment asking that the lands be thrown 
open to the whites. 


With the expectation that the lands would 

soon be thrown open for homesteading

of the reservation. both in Nebraska and in 
South Dakota. But when the reservation 
is finally thrown open these people who

have waited so long and so patiently, who 
have been the pioneers, and, in fact, have 
made the opening possible, will stand no 
better chance of securing a farm than the 
newcomer who reaches the scene of the 
“drawing’’ on the morning designated by 
the President. 

The tract comprises 416,000 acres, enough 
for 2600 homesteads of 160 acres. It is es- 
timated that there will be 75,000 persons in 
Bonesteel when the drawing ns. All of 
these will be seeking allotments. 

But the tand is worth #. It is in the very 
heart of the wheat-growing section of 
South Dakota, and has an annual rainfall 
of 27 inches. In 1903 wheat averaged 18 to 
27 bushels per acre; corn, 25 to 40 bushels, 
and oats, from 4 to 70 bushels per acre. 
A branch of the Northwestern Railroad 
runs right to the reservation line, and an 
extension has been surveyed through the 
new territory. The Milwaukee road also 
has a survey near to the reservation. and 
will probably build there withfn a year. 

In telling of the advance of the region, D. 
W. Forbes, president of the Commercial 
Aub of Bonesteel. says: 


Land Worth From 
$35 to $40 an Acre. 


I came out here fourteen years ago and 
took up a homestead. I have seen this 
town grow up from absolutely nothing five 
years ago to a thriving town of 150), with 


three banks, stcres, grain elevators, hotels, 
schools, churches, etc., and we expect it to 
continue to grow when the new territory 
is opened. zonesteel is the closest town 
to the reservation, and many of its citizens 
expect to get homesteads when the draw- 
ing takes place. Land just without the 
reservation is worth $% to 840 per acre, 
so that whoever makes a winning in the 
drawing wil! get something worth having 
I know every foot of land on the Sioux 
reservation, and I consider it one of the 
finest bodies of land which the government 
has opened for years. 

Old Chief Swift Bear also recognizes the 
value of the country, and some time ago 
called a meeting of the Indians of the tribe 
to discuss the offer of the government. The 
of mam himself was the principal speaker, 
and with that eloquence possessed by so 
many wild Indians attempted to dissuade 
his fellows from agreeing to the sale of the 
lands. And so forceful was the old man 
that when Government ent. McLeaughiin 
took a poll of the braves he lacked many 
names of having enough to make the treaty 
effective. 

Then the matter was taken out of the 
hands of the Indians and the department 
decided that since the government was 
the guardian of the Sioux, the government 
could do for the Indian as it pleased. And 
it pleased to throw open that part of the 
reservation which was not in use to the 
white settlers. And this is the bill which 
is now before Congress. 

The South Dakota delegation in Washing- 
ton is united on the question, and say there 
is no doubt that the lands will be opened 
this summer. despite the fact that the 
Indian ights Association is demanding 
that unless the Indians are paid a higher 
price than is at present arranged the lands 
must not be opened.

; GOV. DOCKERY’S ATTITUDE. 

Gov. Dockery's reply to Mr. Folk’s attack upon him for the 
Indian and police outrages at the St. Louis primaries is a most 
estonishing utterance to come from a chief executive who 
claims to hold an impartial attitude toward all the candidates 
of his party and to have done his duty without fear or favor. 

The governor tolls Mr. Folk that he would have been defeat 
d anyhow in St. Louis, regardless of the misconduct charged, 
and that he deserved to be defented. He tells him he has be- 
trayed the Democratic party and that he is unfit to be its 
candidate for governor. 

It is interesting to note that the governor arrives at his 
conclusions with regard to the result in St. Louis without 
investigation or any personal knowledge of the conditions here, 
or the occurrences at the polls, In view of his assertions’ and 
his attitude, it is rather difficult to find ground of hope for 

anything but a farcical indestigation of police misconduct by 
his political commissioners, three of whom were personally 
interested in the outcome of the primaries, as candidates for 
delegateships. 

It is even more interesting to note that in his impulsive in- 
dignation at Mr. Foll:’s attack, the governor has revealed his 
real attitude toward the circuit attorney’s candidacy and the 
secret thoughts with regard to it which he has been harboring 
in his own mind. In short, the governor has jumped off the 
fence and pulled down his umbrella. 
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If it were not for Judge Thayer’s work on the circuit bench 
the Republicans could claim all the credit for the victory over 
the trusts in the Northern Securities case. The decision of 
the supreme court majority was written by Judge Harlan, who 
Was supported by four Republicans. The three Democratic 
Judges dissented, thus strengthening the conviction based upon 
the attitude of President Cleveland and his dttorney-general, 
that successful attack upon monopoly combination through the 
anti-trust law and the courts could not be expected from Dem- 
ocratic officials. Judge Thayer played a conspicuous part in 
President Roosevelt’s attack on the big merger, but he is the 
only saving factor for the Democrats.

If it were not for the birds pernicious 
weeds would make the raising of many 
crops unprofitable. One individual of many 


weeds will produce 100,000 seeds, each of 
which would, under favorable circum- 
stances, produce an additional weed. When 
the seeds of the weeds ripen in the late 
summer and fall the millions of migratory 
birds in their journey southward devour 
the weed seeds at the most critical stage 
of their lives. The blackbirds make their 
first raid upon the seeds of the common 
smartweed or bindweed, and the field spar- 
rows select the seeds of crab grass. Nut- 
tall sparrow shows a particular 


chant for the seeds of the wild n 


and lamb's quarters. The sparrows are 
found most frequently hunting seeds of 
pigeon grass, while the obnoxious pigweed 
attracts the snowflakes and goldfinches. 
They gorge themselves with the weed seeds 
until their stomachs are distended to three 
times their normal size. All of our com- 
mon song and plumage birds are great seed 
destroyers, and the blackbirds, meadow 
larks, sparrows, goldfinches, doves, quail.,. 
siskins, grosbeaks and grass birds will eat 
all the way from 10 to 1000 seeds of weeds 
at a single meal.

are in Kansas City. 

“T expect to be in Kansas City or St. 
Louis three-fourths of the vear.“ said Mr. 
Moore. “I shall, however, continue to act 
as superintendent of the Sunday school, be- 
cause I like the work. 

“Were it not for an efficient staff of 
teachers I should not attempt to direct a 
school on the long-distance plan. The in- 
structors have ideas of their own for keep- 
ing up interest. One charming woman gives 
her boys carnations and roses after school. 
In the bible class for boys prizes are of- 
fered for deportment, punctuality, text work 
and collections.’ 

Mr. Moore has his own ideas“ on con- 
ducting a Sunday school. Here are some 
of them: 

“The first step is to love children and the 
work. 

“Our scholars take home their lessons and 
try to follow our hour’s Sunday scnool 
teaching in their 8 lte.“ 

Never chide a child f he does wrong 
talk to him gently and appeal to his sense 
of honor as though he were a ownup. 
Commend him for every good action.” 

Urgoe punctuality and regular attendance. 
Some of my teachers give their scholars 
vacations in the summer—when they have 
earned them. 

My best teachers know something of the 
world and are not too ‘goody-goody.’ 

“I don’t believe in paid teachers any 
more than I do in paid choirs. Those who 
don't love the work should — out of it.
